LESSON TWO 

In qut first lesson an. the previous Issue of 
The Shadow Comics, we introduced you to this 
fascinating and enlightening Hobby of codes,. 

Now we go one Step further and show you 
how you can transpose your written messages 
itl such ways to make the meaning abso- 
lutely difficult to understand. Let US Start 
with an easier form; a way that requires no 
charts, or other materia], but which proved 
effective in early American; military cam- 
paigns, especially during the Civil War, It 
is called the Rail Pence Cipher, for reasons 
which will he apparent.. 

Again we take our standard coded message, 
"This code is very easy,” and see ik written,! 

TICDIVRES HSQE5JEYAY 

If we check our letter frequency! we feel 
sure that the alphabet is not altered in any 
way. The code, therefore, mutt be one in 
which the letters arc out df their regular or- 
der. 

Trying the code backward doesn't help, ei- 
ther. So we start looking for combi nations 
trying to see if one letter from one word fits 
one from the other; or twisting them about a 
bit. We even try, for example, putting them 
one above the other, like this; 

TICOI VRES 
H$OE£EYAY 

and from this formation we try reading them 
up and down. What do we get? "This code 
is very easy," and >t get it by reading the let- 
ters from every other line. The way this code 
Is written is simply to drop every other letter 


to the bottom line, like this', 

TICDIVRES 
HSOES E Y A Y 
which, with the drawn-in lines connecting the 
letters in their proper order, gives the appear- 
ance of an old-fashioned ra.il fence, and gives 
the code its name. It's quick and easy to write, 
and proves pretty clever in actual practice. If 
yOU want to make it harder, you can substitute 
ether letters, after you've done the rail-fence 
part o£ it. 

Let’s study the Route Transposition. with 
additional designations as the Horizontal 
Rome, Alternate Horizontal,, Vertical, and 
Alternate Vertical. Further, you may evolve 
a miKture of all of these four versions, with a 
really difficult code as the result. 

Let's take our message: "THIS IS AN 

EASY CODE FOR YOU TO SOLVE.” 

The first step is to set this message down in 
the form of a box, using six or more letters to 
« line, 

T H I S I S 
A N E A S Y 
C O D E F p 
R Y O U T O 
£ O L V E X 

The last letter, X, is a pl null"— a letter that 
is simply used to, FI! OUt the line, 

Putting your message in this form is merely 
the first Step, Anybody could read it as it is. 
Now we want to put it down in the form we 
wish to itnd it This first form we will make 
the Horizontal Route transposition, so that 
means we Cart take off the letters from the 
block above In a JtQrifQntal way. which will 
give ut four possibilities ; we can take the let- 
ters from left to right, which would simply 
be our plain message again; or from fight to 
left, beginning at the top line, which, would he 
better. We could also do the same by starting 
at the bottom line; either start from right to 
left and go upward, or from left to right. Sup- 
pose we do the last three, the only ones that 
would give us anything in the way o t t code:

Now yqu can tee why wc said yOU should 
fPtltt the bos it least sis, tetters long- When 
we transpose the code we want words of about 
five letters. If we had 2 bar oF opily five Letters 
we would be repeating the same words, no mat- 
ter how we transposed them 1 and there would 
be no difficult code at all. Even a* it is, we 
would have done much better LO Have written 
this in only four-letter word a, or even three- 
letter words, to break it up more. It so hap- 
pens that the words we use in this rtiKHgl 
are a type that come out with fair clarity even 
after they arc coded in this manner. However* 
you can't chouse yCUT words in sending mes- 
sagesi you have to choose the code. In this 
oil* only our first transcription looks tough; 
the other two have words that are easily de- 
tected'. such as ISIHT, which proves itself to 
be THIS, and the other* which look like words. 
They would betray your message immediately* 
Let us try this same boxing of the irttttage, 
but using the Uerti cat transposition; that is-, 
taking the letters off column for column, in- 
stead of line for line, TMi time we have four 
w*yt Of doing it, Sun at upper left or right 
and go down; start at lower left, or lower 
right, and go up. Lei's start at upper left;, 
TACES HNOYO IEDOL 
SAEUV ISFTE SYOOX 
That looks a bit tougher. Now let's take it 
Off from the upper right, and we find that it 
would give us exactly the same as the first 
like-off. because our message happens to be 
Daly five lines long, and we are taking it off 
in five-letter groups. Even if ft were longer 
there would he tome similarity, but remember 
that the similarity is only when you see both 
coded messages together* and that would, harm 
any single message.

Now, let's take it from the bottom, lower 
left up;

That looks pretty tough, toe. And for the 
reverse of that (again pretty simitar, 3$ in The 
case above) wc get;

That time, any one of the four ntes tag tJ, tent 
this way* would prove difficult. 

But we have two more methods. In the two 
previous eases we took the lines either up or 
down, in straight succession. Rut we could 
make it more ’difficult by skipping a lint, or by 
alternating pur progression. Instead of going 
from the top of the first line (if we Started at 
its bottom) to the bottom of the second line, 
we could continue to the top of the second, 
and work down again, thus alt emitting, or we 
could skip from the top of the first line to 
the bottom of the rfriYd line, or the top of the 
third line, thu* skipping. To give you an 
idea of how this works* here if the message 
taken off by skipping every other lino; 
TACFS IEDOL ISFTE 
HNOYO SAEUV SYQOX 
You take every other line, and when you get 
la the last line, come back and pick up the 
ones you skipped. You could do the UIHt 
thing' by going from bottom to top, etc. 

By alternMtfng, you go from bottom of one 
line, to top of second, then to bottom of third, 
apd so on. Putting; this down as an alternat- 
ing hofjjontah (which wilt mean going from 
right to left, left to right, et cetera ) we get; 
XEVLQ SRYOU TQ0FE 
DO CAN EASYS ISIHT 
or, taking it from top left down; 

TACR5 OYONH 1EPOL 
VUEAS ISFTE X0OYS 
’Whichever method you prefer to use, de- 
pending on your own likes and dislikes, and 
many times on the lype of message you have 
to send, all that is necessary is for the re- 
cipient to know that you are using On* Ol 
the route transpositions, and hi can solve yCUf 
message. To decode such messages, simply 
count the total number of letters, m4 then 
plot them out in the most logical square they 
might fit. Our message, for example, hit 
thirty letters. It would almost have TO be a 
box ol five letters one way, six the other; 
or three one way, ten the Other* A little 
guessing and trying will give you the solution* 
If this sounds a bit too complicated, let'* 
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e how + you just haw you can u» an adapta- 
tion of this fot your ow n purpose. Most o£ 
you keep diaries. acid don’t want others to 
know what is in them because you want to 
express your very thoughts hi its pages- Well, 
the re’s always a Chanet tf at by accident, cr 
otlitiwise, someone will open the pjgcs, It 
lie opens a paje that looks (ike this he won't 
be able to 1 Cli'il much, will he? 



Look at that awhile, and then look at tbit, 
which is the real message contained on that 
paget

Can you see how the lad keeping this diary 
Utilised his knowledge of the transpositional 
codes? Study it a few more minutes ajld 
then read the explanation below. 

All the lad did was decide upon, before, 
hand, the number of words that would easily 
go into one line of diary. He found, it to be 
about five. So, whenever he wrote anything, 
for hEs diary he first wrote it out Ert.tHe regular 
way, but wrote only five words to each line* 
The note aboi^ was as follows: 

"‘today I thought that I 
would rather not go to 
school, so 1 took a. 


long walk in the woods, 

all by myself. It- was 

nice and coO-l and X 

really learned more than'l 

would have iti school, by 

watching the birds and MCOgtitiing 

the different kinds, as wet! 

by noting several new 
type* of trees which 1 
■did not know before then." 

Having v/ritlen it that way, alt he did was 
to recopy it, line lor line, hut hackwardt into 
his diary. It look Si much better i.i handwrit- 
ing than when set down in type, because you 
can stretch or squeeze yOUf handwriting so 
that all the lines seem to be filled evenly, and 
it is pretty hard for any one to catch on. 

Of course, after long study, it COUld he 
deciphered, IE you want to make it harder, 
you might write each word backward, or per- 
haps make your line sex words long, and write 
lira words into the diary by mixing up the 
words an each line in some definite arrange- 
ment. That would break up some of the 
sensible lanes which appear in this example. 
In this, as in all codes, you are limited only 
by your ingenuity. 

In this diary code, as well a& in the Ones 
we explained before, you have a chance to 
make things twice as difficult by adding an- 
other coding — that is, after JOU have your 
coded message complete by transposition, then 
use a reverse alphabet, as explained in OUt 
first lesson. Using Z. lor A„ V for B. et cetera, 
would really give the uninitiated a job to try 
to solve some of these codes, because even if 
the person is lucky enough %o break through 
the reversing of the alphabet, he still has 
the transposition to break down; and. On .the 
Other hind, if he is lucky enough to catch 
on to the transposition first, the reversed 
alphabet will give him plenty of headaches 
before he is through! The point, to rtjnembtr 
in codes is that the more work you put into 
a secret tnt^agt. the more work it will take 
to uncover the message, unless the recipient 
has the key to it.
